A TRUST UST DEEED. 


. Buseoll Sage and George J. Gould in

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—The answer of 
Russel Sage and George J. Gould ‘ta the 
complaint the Soldiers’ Orphans Home 
of St. in the action. taken by the 
plaintiff for an alleged appropriation, for 
purposes not named in the deed of trust, 
of 311,900,000 worth of in the Kan- 
eas Pacific Railway Company, will be filed 
on or before October 24, 1894. The plain- 
tiff, the Soldiers’ Orphans Home, is inter- 
ested only to the extent ot $10,000, but it 
is asserted that 150 othér:dlaimants are 
interested in the ultimate outcome of the 

substance as 
follows: 

In May, 
way executed its trust deed to Jay Gould 
and Russell Sage as trustees, and upon the 
faith of that trust the bonds were issued 
and sold, the plaintiff being the owner of 
$10,000 of said bonds. The $3,000,000 of 
par value (less 1400) of the Denver Pa- 
einig stock were in the possession of Gould 
and Sage as trustees of the security of the 
bondholders: They appropriated it for pur- 
poses not named in the deed of trust. 

On January 14, 1880, Sage and Gould 
signed a paper providing that the Denver 
Pacific stock be used for other purposes 
than those named in the deed of trust. Jay 
Gould controlled the Kansas Pacific, Rail- 


pers of the nature of a summons to be 
served on himself and Sage as defend- 

ants. They interposed ah answer, submit- 
ting the trust to action of the court. Jay 
Gould verified the alleged pledging, Rus- 
sell Sage being a witness. Three days after 
Justice O’Donoghue of the Supreme Court 
signed a judgment upon a refered's re- 
port, decreeing the Denver Pacific trust 
stock: be forever freed and released from 
| the trust created. 2 

In further violation of ‘the trust an or- 
der was secured attempting to prevent the 
further issue of bonds, thereby preventing 
the realization of their proceedings. No 
property was placed under the deed of 
trust in lieu of the $3,000,000 of rar Pa- | 
aie to be taken therefrom.

Fresh Advices from the 
Orient.

The Chinese Fleet Ordered to Attack 
the Squadron of the 
Japanese.

ee (B. C.,) Oct. 23.— The North- 


ern Pacific liner, Tacoma, arrived this 
morning, bringing Yokohama advices to 
October 7, as follows: 

The only fresh facts concerning the sea 
fight near Taikosan Harbor that can be 
trusted are supplied by private letters 
from officers of the fleet. They indicate 
that the battle was planned with care and 
deliberation, and that whatever impru- 
dence may have been shown by the indi- 
a Admiral Ito acted with 
alm judgment throughout. He warned 
Viscount Kabayama; chief of staff, who 
joined the expedition as a spectator, and 
‘was not expécted to participate to any ex- 
tent in.the proceedings, to keep his mail 
steamer Gaikio out of danger, and sent 
instructions to the Akagi that she should 
not expose herself to greatly superior 
forces, but both ships accepted the heavy 
olds, and suffered accordingly. At one 
stage of the affray they contended against 
large tronclads within five hundred meters 
range, and were frequently made targets 
for torpedoes. Regular men-of-war would 
probably justify themselves in sharing all 
the perils of combat, however ill equipped,

Within the past two 
weeks portions of three divisions recently 
placed under Gen. Oiyama’s command have 
been transported to Korea to the number, 
it is said, of 20,000. The 
maintains an impenetrable silence respect- 
ing the destination of these troops, but 
no one supposes they are needed on the 
peninsula and the universal conviction is 
that a speedy descent upon the Chinese 
coast is projected.

Prince Mori, formerly Daimio of Chos- 
hua, has divided 30,00 yen equally between 
the army and navy funds, and distributed 
3000 yen among families of soldiers now 
serving who were born in this province. 
1 Capitalist Iwacaki, by far the richest man 
in Japan, has presented the War Depart- 
ment a portable barracks, capable of ac- 
commodating an army of 3000. An im- 
perial ordinance has been issued institut- 
ing a system of ‘distinguished service 
pensions’’ in seven classes, the highest 
granting 100 and the lowest 65 yen an- 
unally for life: If any pensioner is killed 
in battle his family is to receive the 
amount allotted to him for one year.. 

Count Saigo, Minister of the Navy, has 
been promoted from the rank of vice-ad- 
miral to that of admiral. Enterprising 
speculators have ordered from France de- 
signs for a panorama of war. The French 
Legation has gathered all accessible evi- 
dence in the case of Father Joseau, the 
missionary slain by Chinese troops in 
Korea and laid it before the Tsung-Li- 
Yamen, with the peremptory statement 
that full fFeparation must de instantly 
forthcoming. 

Notification has been issued to the effect 
that the assassins of Missionary Wylie have 
been beheaded, but the Shanghai newspa- 
pers profess to have information that the 
aétual perpetrators, being officials whom it 
is not desirable to offend, have gone free, 
and that the only punishment inflicted has 
been upon criminals already charged with 
other offenses. The demolished chapel near 
New-Chwang is, however, to be rebuilt, 
and a sum of money, which, it is hoped, 
will satisfy the murderered man’ 8 family, 
9 55 de given to them. 

LOST 3000 BACH. 

LONDON, Oct. 24.— A dispatch from 
Shanghai to the Times says Chinese of- 
ficials report that a fight took place be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese near Wiju 
on Monday, resulting in the retirement of 
the Japanese southward. Bach side is 
said to have lost 3000 men.

HANDED OVER FOR PUNISHMENT. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—A special dis- 
patch from Shanghai says that Gen. Yecht- 
Chao and Wei-Yu-Kwol, formerly com- 
manding in Korea, have been handed dver 
to the proper boa-d of punisiiment. They 
will probably lose their heads. The for- 
mer is charged with cowardice and with 
responsibility for the murder of the French 
missionary Joseau. Other important offi- 
clals have been cashiered and shuffling 
has taken place throughout the Viceroy’s 
provinces. The French Minister has 
threatened the Tsung-Li-Yamen, or For- 
eign Council, with serious consequences 
should the Iqpg list of claims handed to 
them remain unsettled. 

TO WAYLAY “TRANSPORTS. 
LONDON, Oct. 23.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The correspondent of the Times at Tien- 
Tsin claims that Japanese warships are 
reported to be cruising off the Shan-Tung 
| promontory, at the south of it, the inten- 
tion being to waylay Chinese transports. 
The Chinese fleet left Wei-Hai-Wei with 
orders to attack the Japanese squadron. 

The Empercr of China, realizing the im- 
portance of che naval battle fought off: 
the Ya-Loo River, as preventing a mari- 
‘time invasion of China, has issued a de- 
cree awafding honors to the foreign 
officers who served on board the Chinese 
ships and bestowing three years’ pay on 
the widows of those who were slain in this 
action. 

ON ITS HIGH HORSE. 

HIROSHIMA, Oct. 23.—The Korean em- 
bassy, headed by the second son of the 
King of Korea, special envoy, has arrived 
here and was received by the Emperor. 
The Japanese envoy presented His Ma- 
jesty with costly gifts from the King of 

Special sessions of the Japanese Diet 
closed yesterday. Bills introduced by the 


4. government for the further progress of 


the war were passed unanimously. In ad- 
‘dition the Diet presented a memorandum 
to the cabinet requesting the government 
to execute the imperial declarations in 
order to achieve a complete victory over 
the Chinese and restore peace in the east, 
while raising the glory of the nation. The 
Diet also recommended that China be se- 
verely punished and in a manner which 
would not permit her to again disturb the 
peace of the East. Finally the Diet rec- 
ommended that the Ministers should let 
it be distinctly known that Japan will not 
tolerate any, foreign interference which 
would prevent her from attaining the 
objects of the war. 

NBWS VIA SHANGHAI. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 23.—The Taotai of this 
district has asked the foreign consuls to 
instruct foreigners not to proceed into the 
country on business or pleasure, as the 
“soldiers of the Kansu province do not un- 
derstand the reason for their presence. 

The steamer Ohung-King, which has 
arrived here, reports ¢hat a Norwegian 
steamer, supposed to be the Tordenskjold, 
was overhauled off Shan-Tung Promontory 
by a Japanese warsitp, and was taken. 
having merchandise on board 
which comes under the classification of

OPERATIONS AT PORT ARTHUR. 

YOKOHAMA, Oct. 23.—It is reported 
that “the second Japanese army began 
operations for the capture of Port Arthur 
yesterday.

A BATTLE NEAR YE-CHOW. 

LONDON. Oct. 23.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Tien-Tsin says the Chinese 
officials report a battle has occurred near 
Ye-Chow. and that the Japanese were 
repulsed with a loss of 1000 men on each 
side. 

WILL HAVE SATISFACTION. 

HONG-KONG, Oct. 23.—The captain and 
the owners of the British steamer Tai- 
Yuen have demanded satisfaction for the 
action of the French crutser Forfait, 
which summoned the Tai-Yuen to display 
its flag, firing guns to enforce the de- 
mand. 

FEARFUL LOSS BY A QUAKE. 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—A dispatch from To- 
kio says an earthquake occurred yesterday 
in the province of Atkita. The shock was 
so severe it almost completely destroyed 
the town of Sakata. The loss of life was 
very heavy, and the loss to property enor- 
mous. 


NEEDS A DRINE. 


5 orleans Goes oes Diy—The Dust is 
‘Almost Intolerable. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 23.—4 serious 
problem is confronting the citizens of New 
Orleans and suburban towns. They do 
not know where they are to get drinking 
water unless it rains soon, of which at 
the present time there seems no prospect. 
The drouth has lasted now about two 
months. The cisterns are nearly all empty 
and the wells dry. The people depend 
almost entirely upon the supply of water 
caught off the roofs of houses in cisterns. 
The Mississippi River water is unfit to 
drink unless filtered. | 

There is considerable suffering in the 
rear of the Sixth District, and people 
have to go six and seven blocks to the 
fire plugs. The cisterns are in danger of 
all falling to pieces, owing to being 
empty and standing ont in the sun Veg- 
etables are becoming scarce, being pretty 
well burned up. The dust in the city is 
almost intolerable,

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Oct. 23.—Last 
night’s programme in the great carnival 
of crime, which is now holding the boards 
in Indian Territory, consisted of the whole- 
sale robbery of several small towns in 
genuine desperado style by Bill Cook, sup- 
ported by a strong and desperate com- 
pany of eight or ten followers. 

Four men rode into the town of Watova 
early in the evening, making their ap- 
proach known by a promiscuous discharge 
of firearms. The bandits terrorized the 
inhabitants, and most of the latter sought 
safety in their houses behind barricaded 
doors. The outlaws visited every store in 
the village, and ran the merchants away 
with Winchesters and revolvers. They 
took from the stores all the money they 
| could find and whatever else they wanted. 
The Watova postoffice was robbed of 
about $60 in cash and about $55 in stamps. 

From Watova the gang ran on into Tala, 
ten miles away, where they repeated their 
depredations. They rode into the town 
and proceeded at once to rob stores right 
and left. Every store in the place was 
visited, and the proprietors compelled to 
turn over their cash. The postoffice was 
also robbed of stamps and a small amount 
of money. The bandits entered the town 
boldly, and made no effort to conceal their 
identity. None were masked. From re- 
ports of their descriptions they were un- 
doudtedly the same gang that held up the 
Missouri Pacific train at Correta siding on 
Saturday night. It is beligved that it was 
the bandits’ intention to rob Missouri Pa- 
cific train No. 231 at Tala.

TOO EXPENSIVE. 


Why Express Com Companies Refuse 
Money Shipments. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 23.—Bankers and busi- 
ness men living in the towns in Indian 
Territory, as well as those living outside 
the Territory, but doing business with 
Territory firms, are. greatly worked up 
over the condition of affairs which has 
made it necessary for the Pacific Express 
Company to refuse money shipments into 
or out. ot the Territory. So far as the 
express company is concerned, however, 
they take a philosophical view of the 
situation and not ga complaint has been 
registered. 

“The situation in the Indian Territory 
today,” said Superintendent %. W. Case 
of the Pacific Express Company, is worse 
than it ever was. There is absolutely no 
protection for life or property except as 
we furnish ourselves. This continual car- 
Tying of such an armed force makes the 
business too expensive to be profitable. We 
have lost more by the expense than we 
ever did by the actual. robberies. Now 
this Saturday robbery—by it we lost just 
$417. This consisted of return C.0.D.’s, 
which we are still handling, and our own 
and the railroad’s remittances. But you 
can, see that to protect even 
a small amount of what it would 
cost when such a gang as that at- 
tacked the train. The other companies 
are still carrying money, but I am in- 
formed by Mr. Simpson of the Wels 
Fargo Company, that he asked the general 
superintendent to issue an order simtlar 
to ours. 

“To give a little idea of what we have 
paid out I will speak of the Oliphant rob- 
bery. Our losses there was about $300 
and it cost us $8500 to capture the rob- 
bers. At the present rates for carrying 
money we would have to take into the 
Tersitory $8,500,000 to get that back. For 
some time before the Dalton gang was 
wiped out, the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas and the Pacific Express had a stand- 
ing reward of $5000 each for the eight 
men comprising the gang. This had only 
been shortly before withdrawn. Unless 
there is a reward or we pay the expenses 
of the deputies, the United States Marshal 
does not seem to think it is his duty to 
capture the robbers. 

There is but one way to stop this law- 
lessness; that is to make a State out of 
the Indian Territory. Of course if the 
Federal government would send a few 
regiments of soldiers down there, instead 
of keeping them in barracks and in these 
Eastern military stations, it might do 
some good. A war of extermination such 
as Gov. Crittenden waged against the 
James gang in Missouri is what is needed. 
This can certainly be properly done by ad- 
mitting the Territory to Statehood. This 
order of ours does not affect St. Louis, 
as most of the money is shipped to those 
banks in the Territory from Little Rock 
or nearer points. Quite a good deal of 
money in payment for goods comes out of 
the Territory by express, but this system 
can be temporarily changed.“ 

General Superintendent Fuller of the 
Pacific Express and General Superintend- 
ent Peck of the Iron Mountain have gone 
to Wagoner and will spend several days 
in the Territory in the attempt to have 
the Cook gang, which perpetrated the last 
robery, captured. The information re- 
ceived here is that Bill“ Cook is a 
young man not yet 22 years of age and 
Cherokee Bill, his chief Heutenant, is but 
18. Superintendent Case Says they are 
desperate men simply for the notcriety 
and not for the money they can get.

It is a well- 
known fact that they are largely re 
cruited from the desperate class, and K 
is\ often charged they stand in with the 
train robbers. 

THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Secretary Hoke 
Smith, in a letter to the War Department, 
says that in view of the obligations of the 
government as set forth in the treaty with 
the Indians in the Indian Territory, t 
protect the five civilize tribes against: 
domestic strife and hostile invasion, and to 
guarantee those people peaceable enjoyment 
of their country he recommends that troops 
be sent as requested. It is expected that 
the troops will be used to hunt down and 
drive out the marauders who are haerass- 
ing the people. 

Agent Wilson wired the Indian Office, 
asking authority to incur the necessary 
traveling expenses of the Indian police 
in assisting United States marshals in 
hunting down thieves and making arrests. 
Such authority was granted. These com- 
munications reached Acting Secretary Doe 
at the War Department this afternoon, 
and, after reading them carefully, he re- 
ferred them to Gen. Schofield, command- 
ing the army. Gen. Schofield looked into 
the matter and then returned the papers to 
the acting secretary with a suggestion that 
the request for troops be matured and con- 
sidered with a view to ascertaining the 
legality of the proposed action. 
dorsement from so high an authority on 
the complex relations between the milf 
tary and civil branches of the govern- 


partment to move with great caution in 
acting on this request for troops, and in 
the end may result in a refusal. 

The Indian Territory differs from other 
Territories, from an administrative view, 
in the fact that the national government 
is bound, by treaties with the Indians, to 
protect them from domestic violence. But 
in the absence of express stipulation 
and law, it has been held that this pro- 
tection must be extended exactly as tt ig 
to the inhabitants of other Territories, 
namely, through the judiciary. 

The posse comitatus law prohibits the 
employment of troops, as provided by or- 
ganic law, and that law provides, finst, 
for the exercise of the judictal power in 
quelling lawlessness, and then for the em 
ployment of troops, on application of the 
judicial officers, based on their inability 
to enforce the process of the law. So far 
as the War Department i gadvised, the 
judiciary of the Indian Territory has not 
appealed for the assistance of troops, as 
in the case of disturbances last summer. 
The government will not move until euch 
application is made, and, after the sete 
clals officers have shown proper 
tion to restore order in the Indian Terri- 


tory. 

The War Department, it is stated, has 
taken notice of the efforts of the express 
company to secure governmenta) protection 
for their service, and the officers are by 
no means well dispased toward the project. 
Army officers in charge of affairs feel chat 
the express companies have not gone a 
far as they should in the direction of 
guarding the property confided to them, 
and hold that by placing twelve or K- 
teen determined and fearless guards in 
the express car they should soon check 
the attacks of train-robbers, which en- 
danger the lives of the passengers. 


A SUCCESSFUL METHOD. 


California Fruit Preserved in Tran- 
sit by Carbonic Acid Gas. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—The first carload of 
fruit shipped from California under the 
new process of preservation by carbonic 
acid gas instead of refrigeration, was dis- 
pesed of on the market here today. The 
car was shipped from Sacramento on Octo- 
ber 13, and, owing to numerous accidents 
en route, did not reach Chicago until mid- 
night of October 21. Even then it was 
subjected to further delay in the yards, 
and did not reach the consignees ware- 
house until late last night. The car con- 
tained two air-tight compartments, out of 
which, after the fruit had been loadéd, the’ 
air was exhausted and the compartments 
charged with carbonic acid gas. In one of 
the accident on the road the car was par- 
tially derailed and one compartment was 
sprung in such a manner as to permit 
leakage of the gas. The other was not in- 
jured. 

When the fruit was unloaded today that 
in the damaged compartment was found 
to be partially spoiled, owing to the ad- 
mission of air, while the fruit from the 
other was in as perfect condition ag it was 
on the day it was loaded. The prices it 
brought were as high as any on the mar- 
ket. These interested in the new experi- 
ment are delighted with the success of 
this initial trip, and assert ocnfidently that 
it settles beyond a doubt the utility and 
Value of their plan of preservation as com- 
pared with the refrigerator car.

THE ARDLAMONT CASE. 


Maj. Dudley Hambrough to Sue the 
Mutual Life Company.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—A suit will be 
begun in London within the next month 
which involves the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of this city, and which turns 
upon one of the most remarkable tragedies 
Great Britain has ever known. The trag- 
edy involved is none other than the now 
celebrated Ardlamont mystery. 

Suit is brought by Maj. Dudley Ham- 
brough, father an administrator of Cecil 
Hambrough, deceased, to recover from the 
company insurance to the amount of $100,- 
000, effected upon the life of Cecil Ham- 
brough. Cecil was a. young man about 22 
years of age. Young Hambrough fell in 
with Alfred John Monson and his wife, who 
were impecunious, yet had taken the es- 
tate of Ardlamont. The Monsons acted as 
tutors of young Hambrough, and, in or- 
der to secure them for the money he then 
was unable to give them, young Ham- 
brough consented to let them insure his 
life in their favor to the amount of $100,- 
000 


The Mutual Life consented to let Ham- 
brough insure himself and then transfer 
the policies to the Monsons. Young Ham- 
brough then met a violent death, and the 
only persons known to be near him at the 
time were Alfred John Monson and a man 
who bore a number of names, one of them 
being Scott, and who disappeared imme- 
diately after the tragedy. Subsequent in- 
vestigation revealed that the Monsons were 
at the time of the insurance upon Ham- 
brough’s death so closely pressed for money 
that they were well-nigh desperate. Mon- 
son was arrested for the murder of Cecil 
Hambrough. 
There was a long and intensely-exciting 
trial. The Ardlamont mystery e the 
one absorbing topic of conversation. As 
Unk after Unk of the chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence was wound about Monson, 
the arguments and the betting on his 
guilt or innocence and on the result of the 
trial became more and more exciting. The 
result was the Scotch. verdict, not 
proven,“ and Monson went forth a free 
man, but under a cloud of suspicion of 
guilt.

(Chicago Tribune:) Apparently it should 
be convincing evidence, even before a Coro- 
ner’s jury, that a man found with passes 
over forty railroads, passes on Wagner and 
Pullman sleeping cars, and a book of tele- 
graph passes in his pocket, was a friend of 
the railroad, sleeping car and telegraph 
magnates, that he had their interests 
largely at heart, and either that he was a 
large owner in their stocks and bonds or 
had performed some specially essential serv- 
ice for them that called for this colossal dis- 
play of corporate gratitude. And yet a man 
has been nd possessed of all these corpo- 
ration privileges, representing thousands 
of dollars, who is the sworn enemy of all 
these corporatio ns and who has done his 
best for a year past to cripple and destroy 
them as enemies of society and oppressors 
of the workingmen. is name is George 
W. Howard, vice-president of the American 
Railway Union, of which Eugene V. Debs 
is president. 

This man Howard, whose pocketbook is 
stuffed with passes, was Debs’s right-hand 
man last summer in his fight with the Gen- 
eral Managers’ Association, which gave him 
a part of these passes. He is the man who 
more than all the others together incited 
the workingmen to rise and mob engineers 
and firemen, to derail trains, to destroy 
switch towers, and to burn railroad prop- 
erty. It was this man Howard, who, with 
Mr. Pullman’s passes in his pockets, de- 
nounced Mr. Pullman as the most infamous 
tyrant of the age and expressed his desire 
that some one might put a rope round his 
neck. It was this man who from his jail 
quarters called upon the American people 
to boycott the Pullman sleepers, this man 
with Pullman’s passes in his pockets. It 
was this man who more than any other 
loudly, boisterously and profanely howled 
his indignation against the corporations 
with whose passes his pocketbook was 
stuffed. And now comes Secretary Keliher, 
another blatant railroad denouncer, and 
says that all leaders of organizations among 
rialroad men are provided with passes by 
nearly every line in the country. The 
workingmen pay their way, or walk, or 
stay at home. It is only the leaders in 
eonsviracies against the roads who enjoy 
the -hospitalities of these roads. It is a 
magnanimous return for courtesy! 

Perhaps the most remarkable feature of 
all this businéss is not so much the cheek 
of these leaders in extorting favors from 
railroad men and then seeking to destroy 
their property, as it is the passivity of the 
railroad managers themselves, -who, after 
being smitten on one cheek, turn the other 
and politely ask to have that smitten also. 
It argues a meek and forgiving disposition 


on their part, after having lost hundreds |. 


of thousands of dollars in property de- 
stroyed and hundreds of thousands more in 
crippled transportation, that they did not 
revoke these passes, and that they allow 
these fellows to deadhead it over their 
roads as if they were their best friends, 
and as if they were not even now sending 
out thousands of circulars among the em- 
ployees of these roads asking them to join 
the union and contribute their money so 
that it may get on its feet again and make 
another assault upon the property of the 
roads, the business of the national govern- 
ment, and the rights of the traveling and 
business public. It would be curious to 
know what the working people, and espe- 
cially the people of Pullman, think of this 
man Howard, who has been exposed by a 
thief as the favored beneficiary of the 


-roads and of Mr. Pullman himself.

The duty 
on every article whieh the farmer pro- 
duces has been greatly reduced, but 
the articles the farmer, the artisan 
and the workingman have to buy are 
by no means reduced in the same de- 
gree. The great reductions made by 
this bill are in articles of luxury.

Whatever James H. Budd may be 
able to prove regarding the division 
of the property, in the case of his un- 
fortunate ward, Nancy Neff, the fact 
of his moral turpitude remains unchal- 
lenged, and seems likely so to remain.

Defendant 
has filed a cross-complaint, and also a sgup- 
plethental cross-complaint, stating acts al- 
leged to have occurred since the commence- 
ment of theaction.

In the case of Johnson vs. Superior 
Court (63 Cal., 579,) the refusal of the 
court to order a commission to issue to 
take testimony on motion of defendant, be- 
cause of defendant’s failure to pay ali- 
mony and counsel fees previously ordered, 
was considered a punishment for contempt 
by Justice Sharpstein. Justice McKee con- 
curs in the opinion. Justice Thornton 
concurred in the judgment, but not in the 
opinion that the action of the Superior 
Court, in refusing to issue a commission 
to take testimony because of the non- 


payment of costs and counsel fees, was 
puni for contempt.“ 
After 


ing an extract from Justice 
Snarpstein's opinion, the court proceeds 


Tfollcws: 

“The defendant had the right to liti- 
gate the facts alleged in his supple- 
mental croas-complaint, and in this ac- 
tion. The striking out of his complaint 
would be depriving him of that right. 
Depriving the defendant of a substantial 
right, for disobedience to an order dt this 
court would operate as a punishment. 
The only question remaining is whether 
such punishment would be a punishment 
for a contempt. : 

„Following the opinion of Justice Sharp- 
stein, above referred to, a striking out of 
the complaint by the court, for the dis- 
obedience of defendant to the court’s or- 
der, would amount to a punishment for a 
contempt. Justice Thornton found suffi- 
cient grounds upon which he could con- 
{cur in the judgment without concurring 
in that portion of the opinion. 

“If it be true that the supplemental 
cross-complaint can only be stricken out 
as & punishment for contempt, it follows 
that the party in contempt can absent 
himself from the State and go on with 
the case without complying with the order 
of the court. The court could not even 
postpone the trial for the disobedience to 
the court’s orders, because such postpone- 
ment would be the depriving of the party 
of a right, and hence a punishment fcr 
contempt. In this case a portion of the 
amount which was ordered to be paid by 
defendant to plaintiff was ordered paid to 
enable plaintiff to defend herself against 
defendant’s supplemental cross- complaint. 

„PDetendant's supplemental cross-com- 
plaint alleges a cause of action distinct 
from that alleged in the complaint. It 
brings a new issue into the case. If the 
court cannot enforce its order for the pay- 
ment of that portion of the costs of the 
action ‘to be incurred by plaintiff in the 
defence of defendant’s supplemental cross- 
complaint, then she might be deprived of 
a substantial right. 
within the power of the defendant to dis- 
obey such order by absenting himself from 
the State and requiring the court to go on 
with the litigation, taking the evidence 
against the plaintiff and not the evidence 
in her favor, because defendant has set 
at naught the order of the court providing 
for the production of her evidence before 
the court. 

„The plaintiff cannot dismiss her action 
because of the affirmative relief sought by 
defendant in his cross-complaints. She 
may not be able to present her side of the 
controversy because of defendant's refusal 
to pay her what the court has ordered 
to enable her to do so. The payment 
of what the court has ordered is neces- 
sary in the prosecution of defendant's 
cause of action alleged in his supplemental 
cross-complaint, as justice demands it 
should be prosecuted. The order of the 
court was intended to give each an equal 
opportunity to present the merits of the 
controversy.

THE LOWE OBSERVATORY. 


Mars’ Satellites Seen in the Swift 
Telescope. 

The astronomers at the Lowe Observa- 
tory are taking advantage of the present 
favorable opposition of Mars. That ruddy 
planet is now at its best about 10 p.m., 
when it is near the meridian. The high 
altitude of the observatory and the clear 
atmosphere of California enable the ob- 
servers to accomplish what would be im- 
possible near the level of the ocean, and 
under an Eastern sky. And so the 
great sixteen-inch refractor of Dr. Swift 
has begun to make a record for itself in 
its new quarters. On Saturday evening 
Edward Swift began a systematic search 
in the close neighborhood of Mars to 
obtain a view of its tiny moons, the 
smallest celestial bodies visible in any 
telescope. 

Long and earnestly he examined the 
* —＋ sky till after twenty minutes' 
patient search a minute star distinctly im- 
pressed itself upon his optic nerve. He 
watched it a short time to thoroughly 
assure himself of its existence and posi- 
tion, then consulted an astronomical table 
of satellites, waich confirmed his obser- 
vation. It was Deimos, the outer and 
smaller satellite of Mars, only nine or 
ten mil in diameter, and 12,000 miles 
from the surface of the planet. A little 
later he was able to discern Probos, the 
inner satellite, somewhat larger than Dei- 
mos, but only 4000 miles from the planet’s 
disc. It is the first these little moons 
have ever been seen through the Swift 
telescope. 

Dr. Swift has from his 
recent illness, and wil soon resume his 
methodical work at the observatory. He 
has not yet set a date for the delivery 
of his cal lecture before the 
Unity Club. 8
